NATIONAL SEASON ENDS 
STRONG ON SACTO MILE 


Flashing the form that has carried 
him from an unknown to one of the 
top five riders in America, Mert Law- 
will zoomed to victory in the seventh 
annual running of the 20-mile na- 
tional championship last Sunday at 
the Sacramento State Fairgrounds. 

The former Boise, Idaho, rider took 
the lead from George Roeder and 
Gary Nixon on the 14th lap. and 
stretched the lead right down to the 
finish for his first national win. 

Lawwill played a waiting game 
that paid off as he lurked two lengths 
back most of the way before taking 
the lead. 

Bart Markel finished fifth, gained 
28 points and won the grand national 
point championship for the second 
time in four years. He succeeds 1964 
kingpin Roger Reiman. Dick Mann, 
who finished third at Sacramento, 
was No. 2 in point standings for the 
second straight year. He scored 597 
points to Markel’s 620. (See page 3. 
for complete point standings.) 

A new all-time record crowd for 
the event upped the guaranteed purse 
of $6,000 to a new high of $7,200. Each 
lap in the national final paid an addi- 
tional $20. to the lap leaders. 

A record 140 riders time trialed 
with 20 of these riders posting an 
entry at the track to add another 
$500.00 to the national point fund. 

Roeder took the time trial honors 
with Bart Markel second and Lawwill 
third. Jim Nicholson was the fastest 
in the amateur class aboard the Jerry 
Branch H-D. 

All four of the expert heat races 
were closely contested with Roeder, 
Lawwill, Sammy Tanner and Gary 
Nixon the winners. 

Tanneragain found Sacramento not 
to his liking. He dropped out early 
in the race to take 19th position. Last 
year he finished 20th. 

After Lawwill took the lead in the

WEEKEND WANDERER 


BIG SUR PRIZE 


Bic Sur IS THE STRETCH Of narrow 
coastline halfway between Los Ange- 
les and San Francisco where the two 
Californias, northern and southern, 
meet. In this secluded fifty miles of 
ocean and wilderness we found a de- 
lightful campsite last weekend. 

There is a grey sandy beach brac- 
keted by seal rocks and dripping 
caves; a fresh water pool to wash the 
salt water off, and the rippled brook 
that runs to the sea winds far back up 
its canyon, surrounded by lovely 
primitive campsites, rich with pri- 
vacy, until it cloaks its origins in 
impenetrable undergrowth. Some- 
there it may run near a subter- 
ranean volcano, for the water “is 
warm for a mountain stream and 
courage is not required to plunge 
into it. Spanning the canyon top is 
an astonishingly clean, high bridge 
which carries the sparse traffic of 
Highway One well up out of earshot 
from our camp. The place is accessible 
only by a steep dirt road on either side 
of the bridge, watch for it. The sign 
before the bridge is tiny and identifies 
the place as Limekiln Creek. 

Take either trail down. You will 
be greeted by a sign that warns this 
is a primitive camp (one toilet, water 
from the creek, bury your own trash) 
and threatens to shoot anyone mess- 
ing with the sign. But once past this 
obstacle the beauty of the place takes 
your worries away. Photographs are 
puny instruments to convey such 
charm. Cinerama might do it more 
justice, but best of all, go and see for 
yourself if we speak with straight 
tongue or not. 

We arrived at the camp in mid- 
afternoon after setting out from Los 
Angeles before dawn and stopping at 
Morro Bay for lunch. After riding 
300 miles we were ready for a nap, 
but first all eight of us pitched in to 
set up camp and unload the two fun-

Grand Prix to cheer us on,” Chuck 
recalls. “It was a modern version of 
the Isle of Man, just visible from 
L.A. And despite the conflicting opin- 
ions on why the event was killed, I 
resent the absence of an event like 
this for Western riders. 

“With the growing interest in fun- 
bikes and cycles all around the Uni- 
ted States, we in California have big 
responsibility. We should lead the 
way for a nation on two wheels.

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bikes that we carried in the van. 
Frank Newman and wife Shirley, new 
Californians from Minneapolis, rode 
their Yamaha YDS3, Bob Thomason, 
a medical student, and his wife Gay- 
lene had their Honda 160 and Sharon 
and Chuck Clayton rode their TR6 
Triumph. Bryce Tyson and wife Lynn 
drove the van carrying Bryce’s 80cc 
Suzuki and Sharon’s Yamaha Trail. 
The van made a handy “cabin” to 
have along, and was useful to leave 
as a claim to our campsite when we 
rode off elsewhere on the bikes. 

Down the road from Limekiln 
Creek is a dull government campsite, 
on a cliff overlooking the ocean (so 
magnificent only a clod could over- 
look it) with a little ticket selling 
machine beside the entrance. SEE IN- 
STRUCTIONS it says and you fol- 
low a painted arrow to the sheaf of 
frayed mimeo announcements. “De- 
posit 50c per day in machine for 
each person using the camp . . . etc.” 
Total price, 8 people x 50c ea. - $4. 
A burn at half the price. We got 
Limekiln and all its spendors for 
$1.75 a day, since, owning to a primi- 
tive business procedure (a man comes 
by in the evening and collects by the 
car) we only had to pay for the van. 
Motorcycles apparently can use the 
campsite free of charge, the man 
says, unless his boss Limekiln Creek 
Properties Co. changes policy, and 
that would be a pity, since the pri- 
veleged feeling, like being in on a 
pass, is another pleasant sensation 
added to the spice of life. We were 
joined very soon by four San Fran- 
ciscans, Gary and Lonnie Rogunton 
and Jack and Joyce Mason, all of 
whom work for the Bank of America 
in San Francisco. They and their pair 
of gold and black 650cc Triumphs also 
camped free. 

Weather contributed its perfection, 
with just enough chill coming up to 
justify our extra leather and bright 
day sunshine all the following day. 
Going back we raced a. storm into 
L.A. and found it had rained here 
while we were away. 

Having the cycles at least doubled 
our camping fun. The three road 
machines took to the trails like freed 
foxes and of course the funbikes were 
in their element. Both the Yamaha 
and the Suzuki were equipped with 
J&R funpower kits, the better to 
torque with, and we were testing 
their Rayzoil in the 2-stroke mach- 
ines. On tearing them down after the 
trip we all saw another thing of 
beauty to rival the subtly colored 
rocks of the beach. Combustion cham- 
bers left smooth and slick by lapping 
pistoris relentless as the waves at Big 
Sur and faintly brown and blue-grey 
metal as uneroded as the rocky cliffs.

Perkins saw something three years 
ago in Lawwill that few could visu- 
alize. 

Now he has three years on every 
size machine and every type track. 
A few more breaks this season and he 
could have been the grand national 
champ. 

From here on out, Mert will have to 
be reckoned with in any event. He has 
ridden against every top rider in the 
nation and has the seasoning that it 
takes to be on top. 

Were it not for a faulty oil pump 
he would have won both mile track 
nationals this year. Mile tracks and 
road race courses are his meat, but 
short tracking and half miles are right 
behind. 

The crowd was up for the seventh 
straight year in Sacramento. Almost 
everyone was wondering when they 
will tear down the fairgrounds and 
move over to the new location that 
will have a mile paved oval. 

There is still nothing definite so 
until some other word arrives plan 
on returning there again in ’66. 

Maybe by that time the AMA will 
be running on paved ovals. They may 
have to as there are very few dirt 
miles left that are open to engine 
racing. 

For you fans that did not get to 
Sacramento, you are in store for a 
treat as ABC WIDE WORLD OF 
SPORTS was on hand to video tape 
the entire event. It will be shown 
in the area on Channel 7 in the Los 
Angeles area in the next month or 
so. 

Everybody was also wondering why 
Bart Markel chose to run a 19-inch 
front wheel when 21-inch wheels are 
a must for mile tracks. But Bart has 
always been noted for doing the un- 
usual. It darn near cost him the na- 
tional title. 

George Roeder and Gary Nixon 
turned in great rides. Good enough 
to win anytime except when Law- 
will is really “on” as he was Sunday. 

We have been watching amateur 
Chuck Palmgren the last few weeks 
and he is the best amateur in the East 
since the days of Ronnie Rall. He 
just about broke himself last Friday 
night at Ascot when he got sideways 
in front of Larry Rose. Both crashed 
but both were on hand for the final 
at Sacramento. 

Palmgren appears headed for great- 
er things in racing than his older 
brother Larry who is one of the East’s 
top experts. 

Lawwill’s parents were on hand 
from Boise to watch him in a profes- 
sional race for the first time. Both 
are college graduates. Mert gave it 
the old college try for awhile at El 
Camino but racing won out. 

He’s a whiz at math but now spends 
his time trying to figure out ways to 
go faster than the other guy. He 
also has a sister who is an artist and 
a brother who is a jet airline pilot.

Surprise entry and finalist was TT 
rider Skip Van Leeuwen who was 
trying oval racing for the first time. 
He finished in a surprising 12th place. 

Pre-race activities included a spec- 
tacular rear wheel riding demonstra- 
tion by Jerry Hawkins who wheeled 
his Triumph the full length of the 
front straightaway. 

The only track record to be broken 
came in the 10-mile amateur final 
when Chuck Palmgren sped to vic- 
tory aboard the same machine that 
Nixon won the expert race on in ’64. 

It was no contest from start to fin- 
ish. Second place Jim Nicholson slip- 
ped off the groove, losing time. 
Palmgren received a further assist 
when pre-race favorite Chris Draayer 
fell off in his heat race. He remounted 
but did not finish high enough to 
transfer. Draayer edged Palmgren 
last month in Springfield. 

ABC TV’s “Wide World of Sports” 
taped the races for future release. 
The Sacramento event was the final 
national of the year. The only major 
racing activity remaining is the week- 
ly Friday night half mile races at 
Ascot Park. 


ASCOT HALF MILE 


Sammy Tanner kept right on going 
from his national win the week be- 
fore, and came through to win the 
15-lap feature at Ascot last Friday. 

Tanner took an early lead over Dan 
Haaby and the rest of the 10-rider 
field. Ohio’s George Roeder finally 
got the hang of things and came on 
strong late in the race to pass five 
riders and finally move by Haaby 
to finish second. 

The Midwest riders gave Dan a 
bad time as Darrel Dovel also showed 
vast improvement from the week be- 
fore and came from way back to run 
a closing fourth behind Ascot’s Num- 
ber 1 first year expert. 

Eddie Hammond kept his win 
streak intact, winning the amateur 
final over Gene Romero. Romero 
closed much ground early in the 
race but was unable to overtake As- 
cot’s point leader. 

A three-way battle highlighted the 
novice final. Alex Yerkes, Ron Kruse- 
man and Johnny Isaacs ran wheel to 
wheel for six of the eight laps before 
Isaacs broke loose to win his sixth 
straight main event by a narrow 
margin. 

This was a new record for main 
event win streaks this year in the 
“B” division. Ralph White was out of 
the hospital and watching this one 
from the stands as was Marshall Jen- 
nings. 

Both were injured two weeks ago 
but are on the rapid road to com- 
plete recovery. 

This week finds the return of all 
the top experts, including the new 
20-mile national champion, Mert Law- 
will. 


ACA SHORT TRACK 


Johnny Balaam remained in first 
place in the 100cc class point stand- 
ings, and closed slightly on Steve 
Scott point leader in the 250cc class, 
last week with five victories in two 
nights of American Cycle Association 
racing. 

Balaam, from Laguna Beach, won 
the 250cc trophy dash and main event 
on a Montesa and thé 100 cc main on 
a Yamaha Wednesday night at Orange 
County Speedway. He came back the 
next night at South Gate Raceway 
to win the 100cc dash and main on a 
Yamaha. 

Balaam might have won the 100cc 
dash Wednesday night had he not 
bobbled on the first turn of the last 
lap, allowing Gary Calkins to slide 
by for the victory. 

Dave Smith of Lakewood rode his 
50cc Tohatsu to victory in the dash 
and main both nights.

wood, also on a 350, was second. 
Triumph-mounted Mike Sutherland 
of Los Angeles was third overall and 
first in the open class. 

Racing got off to a late start be- 
cause many riders were delayed by 
rain in the surrounding areas. The 
first race was for the 50cc class I and 
II and the 100cc class. It was a 10-lap 
event, 25 miles, with Haruo Koshing 
from Santa Ana on a Suzuki win- 
ning Class I. Class II winner was Bud 
Jones from Santa Barbara on a Toh- 
atsu, and the 100cc class winner was 
Chief Galbraith from Goleta on a 
Yamaha. 

The second race of the day was 
for the 125cc and 175cc classes — 12 
laps, 30 miles. Overall winner was 
Dave Allee from Redondo Beach on 
a 175ee Honda. Second place went to 
Haruo Koshino on a Suzuki. Through- 
out the event, Haruo and Dave con- 
tinually changed positions, with Dave 
winning by approximately four bike 
lengths in the last lap.

MOVIE REVIEW 


“The 1964 Peoria TT Races” 


Although film record of the Peoria 
TT was released about a year ago 
it has not been seen often in this
